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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of claims 60-77 in the reply filed on 1 1/13/08 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following Is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth In this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 60-77 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Wan US 5354359 in view of Elmore US 4721526. 

Wan teaches a process of thiosulfate heap leaching In the presence of oxygen 
(See Column 10 Lines 50-62). The pH of the least liquor is about 9 (Column 7 Line 61), 
and has a ammonia content of at least 0.05 M (Column 7 Line 56). The copper content 
of the leach liquor is about 20 ppm (Column 7 Line 67). 

Wan does not expressly state that molecular oxygen at a pressure greater than 
Its ambient atmospheric pressure is introduced counter-currently by a network of 
conduits through the heap. 
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Elmore teaches a heap leaching process wherein molecular oxygen at a 
pressure greater than its ambient atmospheric pressure is introduced counter-currently 
by a network of conduits through the heap (See Figures 1 and 3). 

At the time of invention it would have been obvious to form the process of Wan to 
include molecular oxygen at a pressure greater than its ambient atmospheric pressure 
is introduced counter-currently by a network of conduits through the heap in view of the 
teaching of Elmore. The suggestion or motivation would have been to provide of means 
of increasing the oxygen content in the lixiviant solution of Wan (Wan Column 10 Lines 
59-61 ). Further the oxygen supply means of Elmore is among the number finite possible 
oxygen contacting means within the grasp of on of ordinary skill in the art. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 8/13/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071 , 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the contacting 
means of Elmore was generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art, and it would 
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have been obvious to use Elmore's contacting means in order to increase the 
contacting of the reactants with oxygen. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one 
cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections 
are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091 , 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 
1986).
